HCFA  s 
mission  is  to  finance  "...the  timely  and 
economic  delivery  of  appropriate  health 
care  to  eligible  beneficiaries." 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  payment  and 
program  policies  have  significant  and 
far-reaching  effects  on  beneficiaries, 
providers,  and  payers.  Understanding 
these  effects  and  their  causes  is 
essential  to  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  changes  to  the  health 
care  delivery  system. 

The  Data  Compendium  contains  historic, 
current  and  projected  data  on  Medicare 
enrollment  and  Medicaid  recipients, 
expenditures  and  utilization.  Data  pertaining 
to  budget,  administrative/operating  costs, 
individual  income,  financing,  and  health 
care  providers/suppliers  are  also 
included.  National  data  not  specific  to 
the  Medicare  or  Medicaid  programs  may  be 
found  throughout  the  publication. 

This  compendium  has  been  prepared  for 
several  years  for  HCFA 's  Leadership  as  a 
reference  document  and  as  a  supplement 
to  briefing  materials  for  legislative 
initiatives.  This  is  the  first  edition  of  the 
compendium  prepared  as  a  formal 
publication  for  distribution  to  a  wider 
audience.

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I.  BUDGET  OVERVIEW 


Information  about  HCFA  budget.  Information  about  the  Federal  and  DHHS  budgets  was  not  available 
when  this  publication  was  finalized. 


HIGHLIGHTS 

Medicare  benefit  payments  are  expected  to  increase  by  12.0  percent 
from  1992  to  1993  and  by  13.4  percent  from  1993  to  1994. 

Federal  Medicaid  medical  assistance  payments  are  expected  to  increase 
by  18.3  percent  from  1992  to  1993  and  by  15. 1  percent  from  1993  to 
1994. 

Program  benefit  payments  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  combined  are 
expected  to  increase  by  1 7.7 percent  from  1992  to  1993  and  by  14. 1 
percent  from  1993  to  1994.

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II.  EXPENDITURES 

Information  about  proposed,  current  and  past  spending  for  health  care  by  Medicare,  Medicaid,  HCFA,  the 
Department  and  the  nation  as  a  whole. 

Health  care  spending  is  shown  for  HCFA  programs  and  national  aggregates  over  time.  Data  are  shown 
by  type  of  service,  source  of  funds  and  broad  beneficiary  eligibility  categories. 


HIGHLIGHTS 


Medicare  and  Medicaid  spending  has  increased  significantly. 

o  Medicare  benefit  payments  for  inpatient  hospital  care  are  projected  to 

increase9.4  percent  from  fiscal  year  1993  to  1994.  During  the  same  period 
of  time,  physician  and  supplier  payments  under  Medicare  are  expected  to 
increase  12.6  percent. 

o  Inpatient  hospital  care  spending  as  a  share  of  Medicare  spending 

decreased  from  64.9  percent  in  1983  to  a  projected  49.4  percent  in 
1994,  while  physician  expenditures  remained  nearly  constant  as  a  percent 
of  spending.  Outpatient,  home  health  and  health  maintenance 
organizations  each  increased  their  share  of  the  spending  dollar  by  2.5  to  5.5 
percent. 

National  health  expenditures  have  grown  more  rapidly  than  the  rest  of  the  economy. 

o  National  health  expenditures  are  projected  to  reach  $903.36  billion  by  1993. 

o  The  projected  Medicare  and  Medicaid  spending  will  account  for  32. 1 

percent  of  total  health  care  expenditures  in  calendar  year  1993. 

o  Between  calendar  year  198 1  and  1991,  national  health  expenditures  grew 

10.0  percent  per  year. 

o  During  the  same  period,  the  Gross  Domestic  Product  (GDP)  grew  6.5 

percent  per  year. 

o  National  health  expenditures  have  increased  as  a  share  of  the  Gross 

Domestic  Product,  rising  from  9.6  percent  in  calendar  year  1981  to  13.2 
percent  in  calendar  year  1991. 

o  Spending  for  all  health  care  amounted  to  $751.8  billion  in  calendar  year 

1991  or  13.2  percent  of  the  GDP. 

o  The  federal  share  of  per  capita  personal  health  care  expenditures  grew  from 

8.3  percent  in  calendar  year  1965  to  30.9  percent  in  calendar  year  1991. 


o  Total  Medicaid  expenditures  increased  from  $71.3  billion  in  calendar  year 

1990  to  $96.5  billion  in  calendar  year  1991.  This  35  percent  increase  was 
partially  the  result  of  State  voluntary  donation  and  provider-specific  tax 
programs,  which  increased  the  Federal  share  of  spending  and  raised  the 
effective  Federal  matching  rate. 

Various  factors  affect  the  increases  in  health  care  expenditures. 

o  Personal  health  care  expenditures  increased  from  $2 19.4  billion  in  1980  to 

$660.2  billion  in  1991. 

o  Population  growth  has  continued  to  contribute  about  the  same  proportion  of 

the  increase  in  personal  health  expenditures. 

o  Price  inflation  (including  medical  care  and  general  price  inflation)  continues 

to  be  the  major  factor. 

o  From  1980  to  1985,  factors  other  than  price  or  population  (for  example,  more 

intensive  utilization  per  person,  changes  in  the  types  of  care  rendered,  and 
technological  advances)  represented  a  decreasing  proportion  of  the 
increase  in  personal  health  care  expenditures.  However,  between  1985 
and  1990  this  proportion  increased  by  a  factor  of  3. 


The  composition  of  health  spending  has  shifted  toward  hospital  and  nursing  home 
care. 

o  In  calendar  year  1965,  before  the  implementation  of  Medicare  and  Medicaid, 

hospital  care  and  nursing  home  care  accounted  for  33.7 percent  and  4. 1 
percent  of  national  health  expenditures,  respectively. 

o  By  calendar  year  199 1,  hospital  care  consumed  38.4  percent  of  the  health 

dollar  and  nursing  home  care  accounted  for  8.0  percent. 


Medical  care  price  indexes  continue  to  increase  at  a  faster  rate  than  the  all  item 
Consumer  Price  Index. 

o  In  recent  years,  changes  in  the  CPI  for  all  items  have  lagged  considerably 

behind  physician  services  and  hospital  services. 

o  In  1992,  the  CPI  for  all  items  increased  by  3.0  percent  compared  to  a  5.0 

percent  increase  the  preceding  year.  The  percent  increases  for  physician 
services  and  hospital  rooms  were  6. 1  and  8.6,  in  1992,  and  compared  to 
1991  increases  of  6.5  and  9.9. 


Employment,  hours,  and  earnings  in  health  care  establishments  have  generally 
grown  faster  than  the  general  economy,  and  are  less  vulnerable  to  business  cycles. 

o  Work  hours  in  all  nonagricultural  establishments  increased  at  a  slower  rate 

than  health  care  establishments  from  1986  through  1991.  Nonagricultural 
establishments  had  a  net  decrease  in  1991.

Highlights 

Medicare  Hospital  Insurance  benefit  payments  grew  from  $2.5  billion  in 
FY  1967  to  $80.8  billion  in  FY  1992.  The  Medicare  Supplementary 
Medical  Insurance  benefit  payments  increased  from  $.7  billion  in  FY  1967 
to  $48.6  billion  in  FY  1992. 

Medicare  total  HI  and  SMI  administrative  expenses  as  a  percent  of  total  HI 
and  SMI  benefit  payments  decreased  from  7.1%  in  FY  1967  to  2.2%  in 
FY  1992. 

As  of  January  1993,  Medicare  had  47  intermediaries  and  33  carriers 
processing  claims.  During  FY  1992,  Part  A  and  Part  B  unit  costs  were 
$1.71  and  $1 .40  per  claim,  respectively. 

In  FY  1992,  covered  charges  on  assigned  claims  were  reduced  an  average 
of  $63.60.  Covered  charges  on  unassigned  claims  in  FY  1992  were  reduced 
an  average  of  $18.95.  Unassigned  claims  had  a  lower  reduction  average  in 
FY1991  and  1992  due  to  the  limiting  charge  provision  on  unassigned  claims 
beginning  January  1,  1991.

In  1991,  the  median  household  income  declined  significantly  by  3.5 
percent  from  $31,203  to  $30, 126. 

The  number  of  persons  below  the  official  government  poverty  level  was 
35. 7  million  in  1991.  This  comprises  a  poverty  rate  of  14.2  percent  of  the 
Nation's  population. 

In  1991,  the  poverty  rate  of  21.8  percent  for  all  children  under  18  years  of 
age  was  higher  than  the  poverty  rate  of  12.4  percent  for  the  aged. 

Families  with  an  aged  householder  experienced  a  5.0  percent  decrease  in 
income  between  1990  and  1991. 

In  all  income  levels,  0.9  percent  of  the  aged  had  no  health  insurance 
coverage;  whereas,  2.7  percent  of  the  aged  below  poverty  level  had  no 
coverage.

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VII.  PROVIDERS/SUPPLIERS 

Information  in  this  section  concerns  institutions,  agencies  or  professionals  who  provide  health  care 
services  and  furnish  health  care  equipment  or  supplies.  Medicare  and  Medicaid  providers  are  combined 
in  this  section  since  Medicare  providers  are  deemed  certified  for  the  Medicaid  program.  Additional 
information  on  providers  of  services  are  contained  in  STATE  DATA  (Section  IX). 

Current  and  trend  data  are  shown  by  type  of  provider/supplier  and  program  participation. 


HIGHLIGHTS 

The  number  of  inpatient  hospital  facilities  decreased  from  6, 773  in 
1975  to  6,457  in  1992.  During  this  same  period,  skilled  nursing  facilities 
doubled  from  5,295  to  10,589  and  home  health  agencies  increased  from 
2,242  to  6,175. 

The  number  of  ambulatory  surgical  centers  more  than  quadrupled  from 
336  in  1985  to  1,476  in  1992.  During  this  same  period  the  number  of 
hospices  increased  from  164  to  1, 199. 

As  of  March  1993,  1 14,427  facilities  had  registered  under  the  Clinical 
Lab  Improvement  Act  which  became  effective  10/1/92. 

End-Stage  Renal  Disease  facilities  more  than  doubled  from  999  in  1980 
to  2,269  in  1992. 

The  percent  of  Medicare  assigned  claims  has  grown  from  51.9  percent  in 
1975  to  85.4  percent  in  1992. 

In  fiscal  year  1984,  enrollment  in  the  Medicare  participating  physician/ 
supplier  program  was  29.4  percent.  By  calendar  year  1992,  the 
enrollment  was  48.3  percent. 

As  of  March  1985,  Medicare  had  154  HMO/CMP  plans  with  1. 1  million 
enrollees.  There  are  currently  1 76  HMO/CMP  plans  with  2.4 
million  enrollees.

Medicare  aged  and  disabled  persons  served  per  1,000  enrollees  fell 
from  802  and  734,  respectively,  during  1990,  to  800  and  728, 
respectively,  during  1991. 

The  Medicare  Part  B  assignment  rate  improved  from  82.5  percent  in 
fiscal  year  1991  to  85.4  percent  in  fiscal  year  1992.

6.  States  may  choose  either  to  determine  the  categorical  Medicaid  eligibility  of  their  aged,  blind,  and 
disabled  residents,  or  have  the  Social  Security  Administration  (SSA)  make  these  determinations  for  them. 

7.  The  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of  1990  (OBRA  "90)  authorized  the  selection  of  up  to  eight  States 
to  provide  community-supported  living  arrangements  (CSLA)  services  as  an  optional  State  plan  service. 
The  States  selected  to  provide  CSLA  services  are  California,  Colorado,  Florida,  Illinois,  Maryland, 

Michigan,  Rhode  Island,  and  Wisconsin. 

8.  Also  as  a  Medicaid  option,  OBRA  '90  allows  for  the  provision  of  home  and  community  care  to  functionally 
disabled,  elderly  individuals  who  are  either  medically  needy  or  eligible  for  Medicaid  due  to  receipt  of  SSI 
benefits.  Texas  and  Rhode  Island  have  implemented  this  option.
